MANY KILLED AND TAKEN.

LONDON, March 10, 4:33 p.m.—({By 
Atiantic Cable.} Gen. Methuen and 
four guns have been captured by Gen. 
Delarey. 

Gen. Methuen was wounded in the 
thigh. Three British officers and thir- 
ty-eight men were killed. Five British 
officers and seventy-two men were 
wounded. One British officer and two 
hundred men are missing. 

The fight in which Gen. Methuen 
was captured occurred before dawn, 
March 7, between Olinberg and Lich- 
tenberg, Orange River Colony. The 
British force numbered 129 men. The 
Boers captured all the British bag- 
gage. Gen. Methuen is retained as a 
prisoner.

LONDON» GREATLY EXCITED. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—Ir.M.) 

LONDON, March 10.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.) The news today that Gen. Lord 
Methuen and four guns had been cap- 
tured by the Boers commanded by Gen. 
Delarey came like a thunderbolt to 
London. The extra editions of the 
evening papers giving an account of the 
disaster were eagerly bought up. 
Their readers hurried through the 
streets with anxious faces, and bitter 
remarks were passed on the subject 
of the government's declaration that 
the war in South Africa was over. The 
news came too late to affect business 
on the Stock Exchange, but excited 
curb dealings quickly followed the 
closing, in which South Africans 
slumped heavily. 

The news caused great excitement in 
the mine market. Throgmorton street 
was thronged with South African oper- 
ators eageriy inquiring for details of 
the British defeat, and watching the 
effect of the announcement. Shares 
were offered freely at first, but by 6 
o'clock the excitement abated and the 
curb was abandoned. 

The news was received id the House 
of Commons amid great excitement. 
The reading of Lord Kitchener's tele- 
gram by Mr. 
retary, Was to in. deep silence, 
which was broken by loud Irish 
Instantlythere were cries of “Shame!” 
fromm the government benches. 
the Iriah .

denhly subsided. The subsequent eulo- 
gistic references to Gen. Methuen were 
received with cheers. — 

Lord Roberts, commander-in-chief, in 
announcing the British disaster in the 
House of Lords, said Gen. Methuen for 
nearly two years had carried on his 
work with geal, intelligence and great 
perseverance, adding that the general 
was beloved of his men, and no work 
was too dangerous nor difficult for 
them or Gen. Methuen. The comman- 
der-in-chief was sure that the House 
was deeply grieved at what had oc- 
curred. He would ask Their Lordships 
to concur with him in his sympathy for 
the gallant officer in his present un- 
fortunate position, and defer adverse 
criticism till they had more informa- 
tion as to what was directly respan- 
sible. From Delarey's conduct through- 
out the war they could all be assured 
that Gen. Methuen would be taken 
good care of. 

Lord Spencer (Liberal,) the former 
president of the Council, said he thor- 
oughly believed in Gen. Methuen’'s zeal. 
He did not want to offer a hint of crit- 
iciem at the present Yme. The Pre- 
mier, Lord Salisbury, also expressed 
deep sympathy with Gen. Methuen 
under the unfortunate circumstances. 
He said it was not the time to discuss 
his actions. He had always acted with 
the greatest gallantry, and the Pre- 
‘mier, therefore, thought they should 
defer criticiam or examination of the 
very sad intelligence until details ar- 
rived. His Lordship was convinced 
thet Gen. Methuen had done his best 
in accordance with this most melan- 
choly affair. 

The feeling of depression in the lob- 
bies of the House of (“ommons over 
the news of the disaster in South 
Africa was very marked. The service 
members of the Houge expressed the 
opinion that it wil! necessitate sending 
fresh troops to the front, while the 
belief was widely expressed that the 
Boers will not fail to take advantage 
of Gen. Methuen's prominence to hold 
him as a hostage for the safety of 
Commandant Kritzsinger and other 
Boer leaders now in the bands of the 
British. 


Gen. Methuen commanded the col- 
umn sent to the relief of Kimberly in 
the latter part of 1899. and while on 
that service fought the Boers at RBel- 
mont, Graspan, the Moddér River and 
Magersfontein. At the battle of Gras- 
pan, the Boers were under command ¢f 
Gen. Delarey, who is Gen. Methuen's 
captor now. After these engagements, 
Gen. Lord Roberts was sent to South 
Africa, where he took personal com- 
mand of the British advance on Kim- 
berly and relieved Kimberly February 
16. 1900. 

After Gen. Methuen'’s defeat at 
Magersfontein, it was reported that he 
had shown signs of breaking down al- 
most immediately when he took com- 
mand of his division, and Gen. Wols- 
ley, who was the commander-in-chief 
of the British troops, is said to have 
suggested to the War Office after the 
battle of Relmont that Methuen should 
be relieved, but, his advice was not 
heeded. Gen. Methuen sent a number 
of remarkable messages to the War 
Office, one of which contained just 
three words: “Darkness after dawn.” 
His handling of the troops aroused 
the most violent criticism, which was

PHILADELPHIA, March 10.—Prince 
Henry of Prussia finished his Ameri- 
can tour in this city today, and for 
five hours was the guest of the mu- 
Ricipality. His reception was most 
cordial and his welcome heartfelt. 

Prince Henry arrived at 10:20 o'clock. 
Broad-street station contained prob- 
ably the largest crowd in its history, 
and the first appearance of the Prince, 
@e he alighted from the private car 
Columbia, was the signa! for an ovation 
which was continuous as long as the 
Gistinguished guest remained in sight 
of the multitudes gathered to extend 
& popular welcome. 

The Prince was met at the railroad 
Station by the Citizens’ Reception Com- 
mittee, headed by Mayor Samue! H. 
Ashbridge. With Mayor Ashbridge on 
his left and Capt, Wilkie of the Secret 
Service attending him on the right, he 
walked through the roped-off passage- 
Way to the street, where carriages 
were in waiting, Rear-Admiral Evans 
end the Prince's suite following. The 
First and Second troops, Philadelphia 
City Cavairy, in command of Capt. 
John C. Groome, acted as official es- 
cort, and two battalions of mounted 
policemen headed and brought up the 
rear of the procession. 

The City Hall was circled in order to 
give the Prince an opportunity of 
viewing the architectural beauties of 
the huge structure.

Statutes in Thirteen States Against

WASHINGTON, March i6. — The 
United States Supreme Court today de- 
cided the Illinois anti-trust statute to 
be unconstitutional because of the pro- 
vision of the law exempting agricul- 
tural products and live stock from the 
operations of the law. 

The decision was rendered in the case 
of Thomas Connelly and others against 
the Union Sewer Pipe Company of 
Ohio, and was delivered by Justice Har- 


an. 
ABSTRACT OF DECISION. 

IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 10.--Justice 
Harlan said that the case had come to 
the Supreme Court on a writ of error 
from the Circutt Court of the United 
States, for the northern district of I)lli- 
nois, which had held the State anti- 
trust law to be unconstitutional because 
of the provision discriminating in favor 
of farm products.

Mr. Cramp then 
took the Piince to the Russian bat- 
tleship Retvizan, which will leave for 
Russia as soon as the ice in North- 
ern Europe breaks up. The great sea 
fighter looked handsome, all painted 
in white, with her sides lined with 
hundreds of Russian sailors. Prince 
Henry and his suite was received at 
the gangway by Capt. Chensnovitch, 
the commander of the ship, and his 
staff. who were in full uniform. After 
the greetings were over, the sailors who 
were stil) standing at attention gave 
t Prince a Russian cheer, wishing 
him health and a profitable journey, to 
which he replied in Russian: “Good 
morning. fellows.” 

This pleased the Russian officers and 
men immensely. Capt. Chensenovitch 
then took his royal! est In hand and 
accompanied by the Prince's two aides, 
made a thorough inspection of the 
ship. Every part of the magnificent 
vessel was looked over, and at the con- 
clusion of the tour, the;Prince congrat- 


Pulated the captain on his good for- 


tume on being the commander of such 
a fine fighting machine, and said he 
felt sure she would prove a credit to 
the Czar’s navy. The Prince was par- 
ticularly pleased with the meta! fur- 
niture, with which the Retvizan is 
equipped and made notes of this new 
departure. 

Before the Prince left the ship. he 
inspected the sailors on the quarter- 
deck. As the German admiral walked 
down the gangway, the entire ship's 
company, led by Baron Fersen. naval 
attaché of the Russian embassy at 
Washington, gave three cheers for 
“Prince Henry of Prussia.” 

The Prince by this time was grow- 
ing enthusiastic over what he was see- 
ing. He made a rapid inspection of 
the big armored cruisers, Colorado and 
Pennsylvania, which are still on the 
stocks; of the Finland and Kroonland, 
the larzest merchant vessels ever built 
in this country, and of the Turkish 
cruiser, which has not yet been given 
aname. The Prince did not know that 
the Sultan had ordered a cruiser in 
this country. and he showed surprise 
when Mr. Cramp pointed out the kee! 
of the new Turkish vessel. 

Having seen all the ships in the yaid, 
the Prince was then showg through 
the various departments in which the 
material for veseels is made, and of al! 
these the machine shops interested 
him most. There he saw many tools 
in use that are of purely American in- 
vention, and asked many questions 
about them. He paid particular atten- 
tion to the electric and pneumatic de- 
vices, and was particularly interested 
in.a machine known as the multiple 
flange drill, which drills all the holes 
in a flange at one time. He made a 
minute examination of this, and re- 
cer- 
tainly ahead of all other nations in re- 
spect to pneumatic tools. 

TO THE UNION LEAGUE. 

Before taking his departure, the 
Prince expressed himself to Mr. Cramp 
as highly pleased with all he had seen, 
and added that his rapid tour in the 
yard was very instructive. It was 1:05 
o'clock when the royal visitor left the 
shipyards, and. driving rapidly be-

There has been absolutely 
no sedret obtect in view connected 
with my mission to your country. 


Should any of you read or hear any- 
thing to the contrary, I authorize you 
to flatly contradict it, 

“I was told before leaving my home 
to open my eyes as well as My ears as 
wide as possible: to speak as little as 
I could. In this latter instance I am 
afraid my mission is a failure. I saw 
many more things than many of you 
Inmay be aware of. I equally heard a 
Great many things, among  othera, 
many kind words of individuals, as 
we'l as the shouts of welcome of thous- 
ands of your countrymen. What I ex- 
press in your presence, | express in the 
presence of your nation—my heartfelt 
thanks for the cordial reception and 
good feeling I met with during my 
stay in your country. It will be my 
duty to infurin the Emperor of this 
fact. 

“I am homeward bound tomorrow. It 
would be wrong cof me to say I am 
sorry to go home, but at the same time 
I feel sorry to leave a country in which 
I have met with so much kindness and 
hospitality.

Section 9 of the Illinols law, upon 
which Justice Harlan’s opinion was 
based, is to the effect that “the provi- 
«Jas of this act shall not apply to agri- 
cultural <ucts or livestock while in 
the hands of the, 

First stating what .ould: /one un- 
der the statute without the exempting 
provision, Justice Harland said: 

“That the arrangement or combina- 
tion between the Union Sewer Pipe 
Company and the other companies, cor- 
porations and firms created and consti- 
tuted such a trust as the Illinois stat- 
ute forbids, is manifest from the evi- 
dence in the record. It is equally clear 
that if the plaintiff *-as an Illinois cor- 
poration its charter could be forfeited 
and an end put to its corporate extist- 
ence by proceedings instituted by the 
Attorney-Genera! of the State. 

“It is also clear that if the statute 
is valid the defendants could plead 
non-liability for the pipe purchased by 
them upon the ground that the plaintiff 
was an illegal combination. and the 
contracts which it made with the de- 
fendants void under the statute of Iili- 
noise. The statute expressly authorizes 
such a defense.” 

He then took up the question of the 
effect from the exempting rection, sus- 
taining the view of the Circult Court 
that this section is repugnant to the 
fourteenth amendment to the Consitu- 
tion of the United Staes, and further 
that it ie so connected and interwoven 


with other sections as to invalidate 
the entire act. 

Justice McKenna rendered a dissent- 
ing opinion. He contended that the 
equality of operation which the Cone 
stitution required in State legisiation 
cannot be construed as demanding an 
absolute universality of operation, hav- 
ing no regard to conditions and rele- 
tions of men. Hence classification is 
necessary. He then suggested that the 
distinctions made in the Ilinois statute 
are proper. 

The decision of the court in effect 
declares unconstitutional anti-trust 
laws of Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, 
Louisiana, Michigan, Miseissipp!, Moo- 
tana, Nebraska, North Carolina, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Texas and Wiscon- 
sin. In each of these States there ie 
an exception in favor of live stock and 
agricultural products in the hands of 
the raiser, or producer, or of labor or- 
ganizations. Under the rulings of the 
court, an anti-trust law to be consti- 
tutional, must apply indiscriminately 
to all combinations, with no excep- 


tions whatever.

DISASTER ON TEHACHEPI GRADE 
NARROWLY AVERTED. 


Broken Rail Causes Four Cars to 
Bump Over the Ties—Little Damage 
Done and No One Hurt—Passengers 
Transferred to Other Cars. 


(BY DIRFCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

BAKERSFIELD, March 10.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} A composite car and 
three sleepers of the south-bound Owl 
was derailed near Tehachepi last night. 
the accident being caused by the break- 
ing of a rail. No one was hurt and but 
little damage was done, except to the 
track. The composite car will need 
some repairs, but the others are unin- 
jured. The rail broke after the en- 
gine and baggage car had passed over 
it: this let the remainder of the train 
down upon the ties over which the 
cars were dragged for about a hun- 
dred yards, but they maintained their 
upright position, none of them turning 
over into the ditch. 

The fact that a bad smash up did 
not ensue is due to the circumstance 
that the train was laboring up a heavy 
grade and was going on the slow time 
that is allowed on that section of the 
road. Immediately upon the cars leav- 
ing the rails the engineer detected the 
fact and shut off steam and applied 
brakes. The slow speed permitted a 
quick stop.

HIS SECOND COUP. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
LONDON, March 11.—Delarey, 
has proved himself the most able of 
the Boer generals, has within a fort- 
night gained a second decisive vic- 
tory. His first victory was the cap- 
ture of Vondonop's convoy. when the 
British casualties in killed, wounded 
and prisoners totaled 632, and he has 
now added to his laurels by the cap- 
ture for the first time during the cam- 
paign of a prominent British general, 
and by inflicting what is generally 
admitted to be one of the worst re- 
verses the British have suffered 
throughout the whole war. It is sup- 
posed that Lord Methuen was march. 
ing with the intention to avenge the 
capture of the Vondonop convoy. 
The newspaper correspondents § in 
South Africa have not yet been al- 
lowed to describe the affair. The only 
additional details available are con- 
tained in further dispatch from Lora 
Kitchener which Mr. Brodrick, the 
Secretary for War, read just as Par- 
liament was adjourning. This dis- 
patch shows that the first confusion 
was caused by native Boers with led 
horses, who galloped through the mile 
convoy as the latter was endeavoring, 
by Lord Methuen's directions, to close 
on the ox convoy. The disorder among 
the mules communicated itself to the 
mounted troops, and the Boers, dressed 
in khaki and riding alongside the 
wagons, frustrated all the attempts 
of the British officers to rally their 
forces. Great confusion ensued among 
this portion of the mounted troops. 
they and the mule wagons galloping 
three miles beyond the ox wagons, 
where they were cut off. 
Sections of the Fourth and Thirty. 
eight batteries of artillery fought with 
great gallantry and with 600 men com- 
posed of the First Northumberland 
Fusileers and the Lancashirés, showed 
conspicuous courage in protecting the 
wagons and refusing to surrender un- 
til resistance was useless. 
The force under Gen. Delarey was 
almost entirely dressed in British uni- 
forms. This made it impossible to dis- 
tinguish between their own men and 
the enemy when the mounted troops 
were driven in on them. The enemy 
numbered 1500 men. They had one 
15-pounder and a pompom. Delarey, 
Cellers, Kemp, Verasso, Tromp and 
other commandants were present. 
Gen. Methuen was seen by an agent 
of the Intelligence Department. He 
was being well cared for in his. own 
wagon.

UP IN A BALLOON. 


Bct not Very Far Up—Seven Ascen- 
sions Made from the Chutes Pirk 
Yesterday. 


Although one cannot behokd the 
“kingdoms of the world and the glory 
thereof” from the cage of a captive 
balloon 1500: feet in the air, a good 
view of Los Angeles county may be 
had, nevertheless. 

During yesterday morning, Baldwin 
& Hudson's big “sky climber” made 
seven ascensions from the Chutes, and 
was well patronized. ~ 

Going up in a balloon seems to be 
fascinating sport, for two or three 
people, that had made their first as- 
cension came back for “seconds,” as 
they say in the army. 

The big pear-shaped ball of var- 
nished silk rises above a pit in the 
center of a circular plank platform 
some sixty feet in diameter. In this 
pit is a wire-bound basket capable 
of holding twelve people. The balloon 
is held captive by a 1'6-inch hemp ca- 
ble governed by a forty-horse-power 
engine. 

A trip In a balloon is full of novel 
sensations. First the buildings near 
by skim past and go down, then a 
larger circle of vision grows into 
view, and the tops of the distant 
blocks of the city are on a level with 
your eyes. You begin to crane your 
necks for a view of the country, and 
almost stand on your tiptoes in your 
eagerness to see the ocean. 

At 500 feet elevation the angles of 
vision change apreciably, and the Los 
Angeles River is tiny, winding 
brook; the houses and buildings are 
half tops andthe people little biack, 
creeping things. 

Still the great shining ball above the 
car rises. but .only to those on the 
ground. The passengers can only see 
that the earth is falling away from 
them. 

The limit of the rope—1500 feet—is 
not a great height, but when there is 
nothing solid beneath one it seems to 
he. From this altitude the range of 
vision seems perfect. 

The balloon at Chutes Park is not, @s 
many believe, the one that was used 
at Santiago during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, but was bullt by the same 
aeronaut, Mr. Baldwin. 

This is said to be the largest bal- 
loon ever built. Its diameter is 65 
feet: circumference, 20.4 feet; height 
over all, 105 feet; gas capacity, 149,000 
cubic feet: lifting capacit™ 9199 
pounds; yards of silk used in con- 
struction.

One night Widney 
and “Smoothy” Anderson appeared at 
this women's house, accompanied by 
William Hanson, a well-dressed tourist, 
whose home its in the East. Hanson 
had plenty of money and spent it 
freely for drinks. After the party had 
been there but a short time Mrs. Don- 
ahue saw Whidney place some fluid 
in a giass of beer which was intended 
for Hanson. She asked him what it 
‘was and he admitted to her that it 
was “dope,” saying that Hanson had 
$1000 in cash on his person and that 
he intended to have it. When the 
woman demurred, Widney told her that 
if she did not “squeal” he would give 
her half the money. He told her that 
Hanson could not afford to report the 
matter to the police, because of the 
notoriety which it would give him and 
that $1000 was nothing to him, be- 
cause he had plenty of money. 

Mra. Donahue pretended to enter into 
the plot, but when Widney was not 
looking she substituted the glass of 
beer containing the poison, and thus 
Hanson was prevented from taking the 
“drops.” At the first opportunity she 
told Hanson what had occurred and in- 
é€uced him to pretend that he was very 
drunk. He did so, but meantime she 
had telephoned for two of Hanson's 
friends, and.they soon arrived at the 
house and took him away. 

Widney did not suspect her, but made 
a vigorous protest against the friends 
of Hanson leaving the place with him. 
After they had departed, Widney gave 
the woman his card and told her that 
he and his friend, meaning Anderson, 
could bring many men who had money 
from the Van Nuys and Angelus hotels, 
and that if she would “stand in” on 
the game they would divide the steal- 
ings. He told her that she had only to 
send a messenger for him when there 
was any person in the house who was 
worth “touching,”’ and he would do the 
rest without danger to herself. He 
said they could fleece the tourists out 
of $10,000 In six weeks. 

The next day Mrs. Donahue sent for 
Capt. Bradish of the detective forcs 
and told him what Widney’s proposi- 
tion was. Then Chief Elton accom- 
panied Capt. Bradish to the place and 
to him the woman told the same story. 
Next it was decided to set a trap for 
Widney and attempt to catch him in 
the act. Hanson, the intended victim 
of the first attempt, was found. and he 
willingly consented to enter into the 
plot to trap the “knock-out-drop” man. 

CAUGHT IN A TRAP. 
The opportunity came last night. 
Hanson learned that Widney had gone 
to the woman's house, and, first noti- 
fying the detectives, he too went there. 
He was cordially greeted by Widney, 
who still did not suspect that Hanson 
knew anything about the first attemp* 
to rob him. While they were talking 
In a front room, Detectives Ritch and 
Shields were admitted through a rear 
door end secreted themselves under a 
bed another room. The glass in 
the dresser was so .turned that they 
could see all that was on the dresser 
and could also see anything whiich 
might be done in front of the glass. 
Hangon had just $20 in currency on his 
person, every bill of which had been 
marked and the numbers taken by the 


2. 

After a time Hanson walked into the 
room where the officers were, and while 
following him Widney whispered to the 
woman that Hanson had $300 on him 
and that if she kept other people out 
ef the room for a time he would get 
the money. Widney then ordered beer 
and it was served in that room. MHan- 
son feigned drunkenness and lay upon 
the bed, the beer being placed on the 
dresser. The watching officers saw 
Widney approach the dresser, take a 
bottle of colorices Iiquid from his 
pecket, and, with a common medicine 
dropper, drop several drops Into the 
beer which had been poured out for 
Hanson. Then the woman entered the 
room and again “switched” the glasses 
so that Hanson drank unpoisoned beer 
inetead of the deadly dose which Wid- 
ney had prepared for him. 

A few minutes later, Hanson pre- 
tended to drop off to sleep and, Wid- 
ney, supposing that the drug had taken 
effect, sented himself at his side and 
in plain sight of the officers, searched 
all of his pockets. He took all the 
money he «could find, but did not steai 

‘Hanson's watch or diamond rings. 
When he found only $20 instead of $590 
which he had expected to find, the o*- 
ficers who were so near to him that 
they could touch him, heard him voice 
an expression «of disgust, and as the 
woman entered the room about that 
time, he tol4 her in a voice which 
showed his disappointment, that he 
had found 320. 

efore he could leave the room the 
two detectives crawled from their hid- 
ing piaces and placed Widneyv under 
arrest. He did not see where they had 
heen and. therefore, did not know 
then that they had witnessed his every 
act, but thought that he was wanted 
on some other charge. A hack was 
called and with Hanson, who stil! ap- 
peared to be drunk, the officers took 
Widney to the detectives’ office. 

DENIED HIS GUILT. 

There Widney put on a bold front. 
He demanded to know why he had 
been arrested, and when he was not 
told he appeared to become enragred, 
and threatened dire vengesrce upen 
the detectives. Hanson was taken into 
another room, but Widnev = thought 
him stil! drunk. Widney was esked in 
the presence of half a dozen witnesses 
whether he had taken any money from 

Hanson. He indignantly replied that 


he had not; that he had just met him 
at the woman's house; that he had 
money of his own, and did not have to 
take that of any other person. He was 
then asked whether he had secured any 
money from Hanson as change or for 
any other purpose. Again he said that 
he and Hanson had never had any 
financtal transaction, and that he did 
not know that Hanson had any money. 

Then the detectives told him how he 
had been trapped: They showed him 
the marks on the money, which they 
had taken from Hanson's pockets, and 
after they had related the story they 
brought in’ Hanson and showed Wid- 
ney that his Intended victim was not 
the least intoxicated, but was ready 
to swear to a complaint against him 
for grand larceny.

Then Widney wilted, and was #806 


overcome that he could not talk. When 


he was led away to a cell in the Ciry ! 
Jail his face was almost as white as: 
his collar. and he could net walk WHA: 


out support. 

Hanson, the intended victim of the 
poisoner, is a young man of wealth 
who has been spending several weeks 
in Los Angeles. The only condition 
upon which he agreed to play his part 
in the effort to catch the “knockout- 
drop” man was that his place of resi- 
dence should not be made public for 
the present. The detectives state. that 
the name he gives is not an assumei 
one. He did have $1000 on his person 
on the first night when Widney and 
“Smoothy”’ Anderson took him to Mrs. 
Donahue’'s house, and he desired to re- 
ward her for having prevented the loss 
of the money. He will remain here to 
prosecute the case against Widney, but 
even if he does leave the city, there 
are a sufficient number of eyewitnesses 
to Widney's action to make it almost 
certain that he will be convicted,

BIG PRODUCER PROVING BEST 
EVER UNCAPPED.

Will Be Turned Loose Soon—Cali- 
fornia and Beaumont Fields Com- 
pared by Eastern Journal—Arizona 
Opening Up Prospects — Coalinga’s 
Shipments. 


The new well of the Santa Fé Com- 
pany, brought in last week on its Ful- 
lerton lease, is proving the biggest oi! 
producer ever uncapped in the State. It 
is a record breaker with a production 
so great that strikes of the past pale 
before its performance. 

Crowds visited the well Saturday 
and Sunday, and it proved an interest- 
ing sight. At times the off shot out of 
the 2400-foot hole at the rate of 3000 
barrels a day. This is not an e«timated 
output, but the actual production meas- 
ured as it filled large tanks and reser- 
voirs. 

Early Saturday morning the residents 
of the Santa Fé and Halt leases heard 
a rumbling noise, which they first be- 
lieved Was an earthquake, but later as- 
certained was the big well of the Santa 
Fé gushing oil at the rate of 300 bar- 
rels apn hour. The well for several min- 
utes could be heard a mile away. 

The oil from the wonderful well and 
well No. 24, brought in by the company 
three weeks ago, has filled every stor- 
age tank on the Santa Fé lease and 
every tank between Fullerton and Se- 
ligman. Oil men of experience say 
that the two wells will easily produce 
every barre! of fuel consumed by the 
Fanta Fé company. In order to save 
the output two large reservoirs have 
been scooped out of the side of the hill 
and twelve teams were at work yestdr- 
day and Sunday throwing up. an em- 
bankment and scooping out'a third. 
When the latter has been completed 
the well will be turned loose just to see 
what it can do. 

The two gushers are in the western 
extension of the Santa Fé lease, and 
are the first wella drilled by the com- 
pany in that territory. 

EASTERN PAPER'S COMPARISON. 

“The tide has turned and California 
has again become the Mecea of those 
who seek profit from petroleum.” This 
is the conclusion reached by the United 
States Journal for Investors, an eastern 
publication denoted entirely to mining 
news, which In a recent issue draws a 
few comparisons between the Beau- 
mont and California oil fields. 

While the production of the Beau- 
mont field has in no way competed 
with that of the California flelds, the 
journal contends that it has rather 
been of assistance in widening the de- 
mand for California ol] by rendering it 
practicable for the transcontinental 
railroads traversing the territory adja- 
cent to Beaumont and with Califorftla 
terminij te convert a larger proportion 
of their locomotives into oil burners, 
but there Is no doubt that Texas oi! 
companies have competed seriously 
with the California oll companies in the 
field of capital, and, in consequence. 
many of the oil-developing corporations 
of this State have been hampered to a 
considerable degree in obtaining finan- 
cial aid. 

“The realization that the Beaumont 
field is one of the rich things done up 
in pretty small packages has dawned.” 
says the Journal. “It has become evi- 
dent that only the small number—a 
mere fraction of the total—of the Texas 


area of not exceeding 100 acres, it %s 
estimated can amount to anything. and 
that all of the enterprises based on 
holdings not within the limit of this 
area are worthless and their stock 
issued only of the valued of waste 
paper.” 

The Journal recognizes the fact that 
while California has not thus far de- 
veloped any wells as prodigious as some 
of those on Spindle Top, it is a far 
eafer State for development, because it 
has demonstrated oil-producing area 
thousands of times greater in extent 
than that of Beaumont. 

JUNCTION MAKES BIG CONTRACT. 

The Junction Oi] Company of the 
Kern River field ts reported to have 
closed up a very satisfactory contract 
with the Tesla Coal Company for the 
sale of 50,000 barrels of its product. 
The company recently completed well 
No. 5 and succeeded in bringing in a 
fine producer, The oil is a degree or 
two heavier than is found in the wells 
in the north and west, but for the coal 
company the grade is particularly 
valuable for the manufacture of 
briquettes. The Junction company re- 
cently instalied  air-compressor 
plant. and is in a position to fill the 
order according to contract, 
COALING, STORAGE AND SHIP- 

MENT. 

The California Limited Of! Company, 
a syndicate backed by English capital, 
which is operating in the Coalinga field, 
is to have a number of big storage 
tanks. The company now has some 
large producers, and is having some 
trouble in taking care of its output. 

The shipments from the Coalinga 


field will be very large for the month 
of March if the present rate of ship- 
ment is kept up. Last month the aver- 
age daily shipment was 10% barrels. 
but if enough cars can be obtained the 
output of the field will exceed this 
average considerably.

IOWA PHYSICIAN PROCURES AN 
EXPENSIVE RELIC. 


‘Manzanita Cane Almost Cost Him a 
Large Sum of Money and a Night in 
a Cactus Bed—Tuna Again in Ava- 
lon Bay.

AVALON, March 10.—When Dr. G. 
G. Bickley, who has been sojourning 
here, at Hotel Glenmore, returns to 
his home at Waterloo, lowa.’ he will 
carry with him a manzanita cane that 
came very near costing hint $350 and a 
Whole lot of trouble. I: did*cost him a 
deal of trouble, but the story didn’t 
leak out until he had left the island. 

Dr. Bickley, who is a prominent and 
well-to-do physician of the Hawkeye 
State, is getting pretty well along in 
years, but is yet very vigorous for a 
man of his age. While on the island 


he trudged about a great deal, but he 
took ome walk that came very near 
being too much for him. It was his 
desire to cut himself a manzanita 
walking stick from its native bush 
that gave the doctor a great deal of 
trouble. 

After obtaining directions from a 
boatman, Bickley and a friend, John 
Sweitzer, also of Waterloo, Iowa, set 
out late one afternoon for the man- 
zanita thickets. They were told that 
if they went up the stage road a few 
miles they could see the timber a short 
distance off to one side of the trail. 
After walking about half way to Mid- 
die Ranch they at last came to a point 
where they saw a manzanita thicket 
some distance off, on the far side of a 
ravine.. It did not look very far off, 
so although the sun was setting, they 
climbed down into the gulley, and up 
the opposite bank, when they found 
that it was not one ravine, but sev- 
eral, which intervened between them 
and the coveted wood. With true 
Hawkeye grit they pressed on, how- 
ever, toward the godal. 

After half an hour's stumbling about 
among the prickly pear plants, cat- 
claw bushes and Spanish bayonets, 
during which they received many a 
scratch, prick and bruise, they event- 
ually reached the manzanita and eac 
cut himself several choice sticks of 
the rare wood. Then they started to re- 
trace their weary steps. The exertion 
had caused them to shed their coats, 
which they carried on their arms. 
When they had nearly got back to the 
stage road, Bickley suddenly ex- 
claimed: 

“I've lost my pocketbook, John!” 

“How much is there in it?” 

“About $350 and my steamer tickets 
and railroad tickets back to Iowa, 
and it leaves me strapped.” 

“Well, I have some money and I'll 
divide with you, but let's get out of 
this and back to the hotel before it 
gets dark. We can come back and 
hunt for your wallet in the morning,” 
said Sweitzer. 

“No, you wait- here while I return 
to the manzanita bush: I think I can 
find it.” said the doctor, and off he 
trudged, once more picking his way 
through the cactus, over steep hills and 
down deep gules. 

By the time he © reached the place 
where he suspected he had lost the 
wallet, it was quite dark, and he de- 
spaired of finding it. Tying his hand- 
kerchief to a bush to mark the place, 
he was about to return to his com- 
panion empty-handed, when the rustle 
of a piece of paper attracted his atten- 
tion. Picking it up. he was able to de- 
tect by the dim light that it was a 
letter he had written that morning and 
inclosed in his pocket book. In drop- 
ping the latter, the paper had fallen 
out. With this clew, he groped about 
on the ground, and was soon rewarded 
by getting his hand on the wallet with 
all of his money and tickets intact. 
This good fortune buoyed up the old 
gentieman’s spirits so that he started 
homeward once more with a light 
heart, but his troubles were not ended 
yet. Where it was difficult to travel 
in daylight, it was harder work still in 
the darkness. He was guided in his 
floundering about over the rugged 
ground by Sweitzer's voice, which kept 
up a tooting like a fog horn until Bick- 
ley at last caught up with him. Five 
long, weary miles more,’ mostly down 
hill, brought them back to Avalon, just 
in time to relieve Mrs: Bickley’s great 
alarm and to prevent a search party 
from starting out.
